A plaxipioANt war of faoctions is now progress-
ing in Maryland. The Demooratio party of
that State, like their political associates farther
Sonth, favored the Rabellion from the ontsat,
and did all in their power to seoure the pas-
page of a seoesslon ordinance.

important decisions which has been made from |

the Bench of Philadelphia for many montha.
It embraced a fall and excesdingly exhinustive

geries of authorities, and may be considered as |

gettling the law of the State in regard to the
administration of charitable trusts. The
ity of Philadelphia, acting as trustes noder
the will of Btephen Girard, applied to the
Court of Common Pleas for parmiasion to lease
certain eoal lands in Schuylkill connty for &
term of fifteen years, Under the will there
waé an express condition that none of the real
etate left by Mr. Girard should be leassd for
a longer period than five years. The clanse
of the will reads, ‘“So far as regards his real
estate in Pennsylvania in truat, that no part
thereof shall ever be sold or allenated by the
said mayor, aldermen, and citizens of Philas-
delphia, * * but the same shall forever
thereafter be lot from time to time, to good
tenants at yearly or other rents, and upon
leases, * * mot exceeding five yoars."

Experience has shown that it wasimpossibla
to induce any tenants to take these mines on
such a short lease. It was evident that there
could be no possible profit resull from the
establishment of large improvements on these
lands, at the lesses’s expense, if the term
oould mot be extended beyond five years.
Hence the city petitions the Court for leave to
leasa the lands for three times the length
gpecified by the testator. Judge Brewster in
deciding the question, evinced a nicsty of
legal discrimination, a profundity of research,
and & wide-spread knowledge of English law,
which fully comes up to the high expectation
formed of him Ly his friends on his accession
to the bench. The opinion ia exosedingly
able and sonclusive. It mnot only
abounds in law precedents, but it con-
forma entirely to the dictates of eommon sensa,
The Judge granted the patition, and anthorized
the leases as prayed for. In doing so, he ax-
amined the case in two lights. Had the Court
the right to digress so widely from the express
will of a testator, aud had the necassity for
guch an exercise of its right, supposing it
poecessed it, mow arisen? Inanswering tha
first question,the learned Judge goes back to the
days of the Stuarts, and cites precedents which
ocover over two hnndred years. In the history
of Great Britain’s jurispraudence, he finds many
oases in which the expresssd wish of the testa.
tor was secured by deviating from his ex-

pressed directions as to the manner of carry-
ing it ont. He slates that the directions of the
will are thrae-fold:—

First. To keep these mines “‘constantly
rented.”

Second. To let them “from time to tima to
good tenants at yearly or other rents."”

Third. “Upon leases in possession not ex-
ceeding five years.”

It is found impossible to lease them for five
years, and the question arises, as the Judge
well putas it, “‘whether it is better that a4 mem-
ber of this testament die than that the whols
body of the trust perish.”” That it has been
the custom of Dritish jurists to go far out of

he way of the direction of & will in order that

& charity might be snccessfully carried out, is
olearly shown. In one case a devise mersly
gaid that it was to “‘assist the poor.”” The
Court dirested it to be applisd to the snpport
of forty poor boys. Another case, 80 late as
1863, involved the disposition of £1000 to
charitable uses. The Court named Christ's
Hospital as the domee. In 1785 a legacy
was left to establish s Bishoprio in Ameriva.
Although thers was no probability of such
& consummation, the bequest was held good.
Probably the case involving the largest sum
was that of Ann Carn, who left £50,000 to aid
clergymen with large families and who were
poor, provided her exeoutor thought proper,
The executor died before the testatrix; yet the
bequest was beld to be good. Thess are but a
faw of the cases oited, the whole of them fol-
lowing the general dootrine of Sir Richard
Pepper Arden, who said that a charitable be-
quest cannot be defented by the negligence or
default of the person to administer it, or by
the “‘mponsibility to give effect to every cir-
cumstance.’

To thiadoctrines, so wise and at onoe so con-
gonant with jnatice and common senge, Judge
Brewster gives his decided approbation. He
looks at the end designed by the testator, and
adapts the means to secure its acoomplish.

He therefore grants the petition to the
oity, The ability and thorough research
evinoed by his deoclsion may be considerad as
gottling the lsw in Pennsylvanis, We must
congratulate the people on the adoption and

judicial recognition of & doetrine which is the
only one consistent with reason. It sweeps
away the mags of technicalities which are so
often clustered around a charitable beqnest,
and does much to make the will of the dead at
onca practicable and consistent with his ex-
pressed wishes.
